many years of gathering and organ 
izing the songs he and his wife 
have recorded throughout the coun¬ 
try. They have traveled the entire 
Eastern seaboard, 

Middlewest in search of songs. Many 
of their songs come from the iso¬ 
lated areas of the Appalachians, 
others are from New York's Hudson 
Valley. There are work songs, love 
songs, Negro Spirituals, and many 
dance tunes. There are songs of 
all the wars, songs of lumberjacks 
and raftsmen, Indians and crimi¬ 
nals. Most of these have already 
been recorded and the words care¬ 
fully catalogued. Friends of the 
Warners in many states continue to 
send them songs knowing of their 
interest. The only regret of the 
Warners is that they cannot devote 
more time to this fascinating and 
extremely worth-while study. 

Mr. Warner's opinions and ideas 
concerning folk music proved as 
interesting as his collection. He 
feels that although the cheap side 
of folk music has scared away a 
large potential audience; it still 
is beneficial to the public.
